The inventions relating to claims 1, 3-4 and 15-18 do not appear to involve an inventive step over 
documents 1, 2 and 3. It is obvious for a person skilled in the art to use display control means 
described in detail in document 2 (Fig. 20) and document 3 (Fig. 2) as a method for changing a scan 
direction described in document 1 (par. [0017]). 

It is obvious that a normal image on the other side of a display panel is a mirror image on the one 
side. It is obvious that the time for a shutter to remain closed so that a display appears continuous must 
be one frame or a unit scanning period having one frame as a unit. Therefore, the inventions relating to 
claims 1, 3-4 and 15-18 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 1, 2 and 3. 

None of the documents cited in the ISR describes the inventions relating to claims 2, 7-10, 13 and 
14, nor are these obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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VIL Certain defects in the international application 



The following defects in the form or contents of the international application have been noted: 

1. "Claim 11" which is cited in amended claim 14 has been deleted and so this is clearly an 
error for "claim 10." 

2. There is no corresponding recitation of "said mirror image" in amended claim 4. 
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
